application of alcohol will be of value in remov- 
ing the irritating oj] from the skin. Of course 
this treatment must be used early to obtain tt 
best results 

When these measures are not used quickly 
enough and the skin inflammation has already 
begun, painting the affected parts with a solution 
of permanganate of potash is often recommended 
This is to be used twice a day. In severe cases 
of plant poisoning, I do not advise that the 
patient try to treat himself at home, but s iggest 
that he consult his physician. There are a num 
ber of different preparat used in the treate 
ment of oak poisoning and your doctor will pre- 
Scribe the one he believes advisable after he ex- 
amines the itchy area 

In my own practice, I find the patient recovers 
most rapidly when measures are used which 
will alkalinize the body and I therefore suggest 
a fruit fast for a few days, with either the whole 
fruit or fruit juice being used. Daily enemas 
and shower baths should accompany the fasting 
regimen
